Expenditures by the public works 
department will be considerably larg- 
er this year than last. In fact, the es- 
timates for roads and bridges will be 
nearly double that of last year. AS 
estimated at the present time there 
will be over $1,000,000 spent on roads, 
and this will be spread all over the 
province. “ast year the amount spent 
was $660,000. There will be the new 
dormitory at Ponoka, but apart from 
that there will be no buildings erected 
for the public works department. 

Some of the other departments are 
planning buildings, however, that if 
passed by the legislature will means 
considerable work being done in the 
province this year, It is possible that 
two new agricultural schools will be 
built this year, one at Raymond, and 
the location of the other has not been 
decided. It is not likely that the dor- 
mitories to the three existing schools 
will be built this year.

on the financial crisis, with which

Mr. W. A. Rae, member of the Al- 
berta legislature for Peace River rid-| 
ing, who is now on a visit to the east, | 
interviewed by the Statesman with) 
regard to the rumored Shell Oil deal, | 
in which the name of Sir Clifford 3if-| 
ton figures prominently, made the fol- 
lowing statement on the oil situation | 
in the west: | 

“This problem of an oil supply for) 
the British empire is one which is) 
already exercising the minds of the 
leading industrial and naval authori- 
ties of Great Britain, anid a problem | 
of which a great deal is going to bo} 
heard right here in this country in| 
the very near future. | 

“In the whole British Empire there 
was produced last year, less than 24 | 
per cent. of the world’s oil, Canada, | 
lawt year, {imported nearly 90 per cent. | 
ot its oil in one form or another. Had | 


the United States elected to remain 
neutral in the recent struggle, and 
had the United States government 


elected to refuse to ship oil, Britain's 
navy, the most essential factor in the | 
empire's defence, would have been 
powerless to sweep Germany and her 
submarines from the seas. Britain 
ind France might have been starved 
into submission but for British naval 
supremacy. 

“The United States is producing 
200,000,000 of the 600,000,900 barrels | 
of the world’s of] brought to the sur-| 
face every year. The best estimate of | 
the United States government's most 
competent geologists shows that, in} 
the known oll fields of the American | 
union, there are six billions of barrels 
of oil in regerve—encugh for just | 
twelve years. 

“Up in Peace River we believe we 
have the solution of the problem for| 
Canada. At present we are paying | 
the penalty of the wild-eyed boom 
perpetrated in Calgary in 1914. But 
several drillers, with a herolc faith | 
and a persistence which knows no de- 
feat, have been pounding away for 
nearly two years in my part of the 
country, and today they have a field 
which {is far past the experimental 
stage. They know now that there ts 
oil in paying quantities at Peace Riv-| 
er Crossing. To specialize, the Mc- 
Arthur well, drilled by an association | 
of railway officials identified with the 
Dunvegan and the Canadian Pacific 
railways, showed oil to the extent of 
probably fifty barrels a day, and the 
‘ar Island well, drilled by an Ed- 
monton syndicate, yields twenty bar- 
rels a day. The Williams well has a 
good show of oil in a lower horizon 
than heretofore tapped in the district, 
and drillers are looking forward to 
the completion of this well with a 
wreat deal of interest.” 


“Has the oil been tound only re- 
cently?” 
“No. Sir Alexander MacKenzie)

have a controlling influence on ex- 
penditures He believed that the 
present one was largely a matter of 
re-establishing confidence in the 
people. If they could lower the taxes 
in the cities sufficiently, that the peo- 
ple would feel a desire to redeem their 
property and thus become citizens 
and tax-payers, he thought the whole 
situation would be relieved, If the 
government could give some aseist- 
ance, till the present condition of the 
cities, financially, was relieved, he 
felt that all would be well, 

The delegation pointed out, 
ever, their idea that if the 
schools were state-controlled, 
should be state-supported 

In reply to the different arguments 
presented by the delegation, Mr. Sinith 
told them that the government had 
taken the matter into consideration. 
| Since the conference he had gome time 
| since with the school boards of the 
|province, it had been decided to 
give definite and substantial assistance 
to the cities and towns for their 
schools, and this would include the 
high schools, the technical scnools 
and the elementary schools as well. 
He impressed on them the necessity 
of considering these matters from a 
provincial standpoint, and he told 
them of the difficulties in the rural 
districts, which were so much greater 
than those of the cities In one way, as 
not to be compared. He believed 
that so far as possible all classes in 
the community should be given equal | 
opportunities for education, and he| 
pointed out to them what would be 
the expense of the country districts 
if they went ahead with their plans
